A “moderate” frost (so termed 
by government temperature read- 
ers) cut a wide swath through 
green sweet corn fields early Mon~ 
day morning of this week and re- 
sults were disastrous.

Growers weren't especial- 
ly expecting a killing frost here 
during the last days,of March.

Cattle Deal In Everglades Isnt As 
Bright As It Has Been Painted 


The cattle deal in the Everglades section of Palm Beach Count- 
ty is in a transitional stage. What the future holds is hard to tell 
as far as this: new industry is concerned on the eastern shore of 
Lake Okeechobee. The honeymoon is over. Now comes the down- 
to-brass-tacks manner and way of raising cattle on 2 long range 
plan at a slow and small margin of profit. of 

Cattlemen are finding out that growing lush grasses in the 
Glades calls for something ‘more than just planting it. They are 
finding that good pastures call for constant attention and inter- 
mittent application of minerals. Théy are finding also that water 
control is highly necessary to production of good grasses. Frosts. 
bring their share of grey hairs to,those who try to keep green 
Pastures in the winter months.. In other words more cows can 
graze to the acre in the Everglades than in the piney woods, but, 
it is highly probable there are more headaches to the acre on muck 
than elsewhere. 

The get-rich-quick days of the Glades cattle industry are over. 
Now, men with money will settle down to an earnest effort to find 
out if cows can be produced profitably in this section of the county, 
The pin-hooker doesn't have a chance in the Glades cattle deal 
from here on out. The small time operator—who in the past couple 
or three years—bought a handful of cows and turned them out on 
rented pasture and sold them for a profit a few months later—is 
fast finding his place along with the dodo bird. A more stable in- 
dustry will be the result or the entire idda of raising cows in the 
Everglades will be abandoned. _ 

Here is a story told by a small operator this week: A year 
ago he bought a few cows for $1400. He kept them 12 months less 
nine days and sold them on Monday of this week for $989,. He paid 
$125 interest on the borrowed money, making a total cash outlay 
of $1525. A bit of calculation shows that he lost in actual cash 
$536 not to mention his time, pasture, minerals, fences, various

The Name Is Registered

name statute was recently changed by the 1951 


`. As amended by the 1951 session, the law reads as follews: 


“It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, as defined 
herein, to engage in business as herein defined, under a fictitious 
shall be registered with the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty where the principal place of business is, which registration 
shall consist of filing with the clerk aforesaid an affidavit signed 
by all interested persons, stating under oath the names of all 
those interested in the business enterprise, the extent of the inte- 
rest of each, and the fictitious name under which said business is 
carried on. Said registration may not be made until the person or 
persons desiring to engage in business under è fictitious name 
shall have advertised his or their intention to register said ficti- 
“tious name at least once a week for four (4) consecutive weeks
